WASHINGTON (AP) - Rich- 


ard M, Nixon has told some Re- 
publican leaders he thinks he'll 
have to win all of the first four 
presidential primaries next year 
to keep alive his chance for the 
GOP presidential nomination. 


In discussions with Republi- 


can governors whose sulport he 
has been seeking, the former 
vice president has made it clear 
he thinks only a surge In the pri- 
maries will make him a top con- 
tender in a convention he has 
predicted will be wide open. 


The first four primaries in- 


clude New Hampshire on March 
12, Wisconsin on April 2, Indi- 
ana on May 7 and Nebraska on 
May 14. Two later primaries fall 
Dn May 28 in Oregon and June 4 
in South Dakota. 


In the first four of these con- 


tests, Nixon is regarded as hold- 
ing an early lead over Michigan 
Gov. George Romney and oth- 
ers whose names may be n the 
ballot.

California Gov. Ronald Rea- 


gan, 
who wants his state's fa- 


vorite-son designation, has said 
he will act to keep his name off 
the New Hampshire ballot. But 
a write-in campaign is being or- 
ganized for him that couH take 
votes away from Nixon. 


Unless he changes his mind, 


Reagan will not sign the neces- 
sary disclaimer of presidential 
candidacy intention to get off 
the ballot In Wisconsin. This 
could split the conservative vote 
and give Romm-y a chance to 
top the balloting. 


A small group is working for 


Reagan in Indiana, where Nix- 
on's 
campajjn 
manager 
has 


said his candidate's name will 
be put on the ballot. Romney 
may pass up Indiana and, un- 
less he changes his mind, make 
only 
token 
campaign appear- 


ances In Nebraska. 


If he could top the balloting In 


four states, Nixon evidently fig- 
ures he could sustain a setback 
in Oregon and still maintain his 
momentum toward the nomina- 
tion. 


Politicians agree it Is too ear- 


ly to chart the likely winner in 
Oregon. 
They 
feel, however, 


that as a West Coast governor, 
Reagan will have strong support 
in the state. Romney's strength 
there is untested. 


Nixon carrie-d Oregon, along 


with New Hampshire, 
Wiscon- 


sin, 
Indiana, 
Nebraska 
and 


South Dakota in his losing 1060 
race for the presidency with 
John 
F. 
Kennedy. 
But eight 


years have made some changes 
that are difficult for the political 
strategists to compute. 


Any primary sweep by Nixon

has heard that chocolate rnilk 
is not as nutritious as plain 
milk because the chocolate 
syrup destroys the calcium 
content of the milk. This is 
another example of partially 
right conclusion but with a 
wrong reason Chocolate milk 
contains less butter fat than 
whole milk and to that extent 
it is less nutritious but there 
is nothing in the chocolate 
syrup that 
will harm your 


child unless he has an allergy 
to it. 


If a child prefers chocolate 


milk, let him have it rather 
than 
K« without any 
milk 


Chocolate rnilk is approved by 
the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture for school lunches. It 
is true that the oxalic acid 
contained 
in the 
chocolate 


syrup will combine with the 
calcium in the milk to make 
it insoluble and, therefore it 
will not be absorbed in the 
body hut the amount of oxalic 
acid is so small that the loss 
of calcium from this source 
would he insignificant 


Many other foods that un-

much more oxalic acid than 
chocolate 
yet even they do

T 


his 
is 
a postscript to last week's series of 


editorials on Hope's street bonds election for 
which you will go to the polls Tuesday. 


Our final reminder is that the people who get 


helped usually are the ones who make an effort to 
help themselves — and the issue tomorrow is just 
that: You are going to get out of the street-improve* 
ment program only what you put into it . . . no more 
. . . no less. 


Big talkers are always popping off with the ques- 


tion 
"What does the City do with all its street 


money?", when, as a matter of fact, the City has 
virtually no 
local 
tax support at all for streets. 


Here are the facts: 


The City of Hope gets $85,000 a year in gaso- 


line tax "turnback funds" from the state. The sole 
local tax earmarked for streets Is revenue col- 
lected from the parking meters, a net of $15,000 
— $21,000 gross less $6,000 collection cost. Total 
money available for Hope's streets, therefore, is 
$100,000 a year —and the municipal Water 4 Light 
Plant lias to add $50,000 a year to give us such 
streets as we have. 


It Ins been my observation—and I served four 


years on the municipal Board of Public Affairs — 
that Hope's bad streets came in when the city auto 
license tax went out. Automobile owners quit help- 
ing, 
so the streets went to potholes. 


U figures —but naturally. It's your privilege to 


object, of course, but I know of no more idle con- 
versation than arguing with an adding machine. 


We lad fair city streets when the city auto license 


(ax was in effect —and tomorrow you have a chance 
to help yourself and your streets by voting the city 
auto license txick Into law. 


The city auto license tax represents one of three 


bond Issues on which Hope votes tomorrow. It's a 
package deal and If you really want Improved streets 
you will vote for all three measures In the package. 


That is, unless you're a hickory-nut citizen. He's 


the guy who says YES for a public Improvement but 
votes NO for the tax necessary to carry it out. 


Tills Is an appeal to aulomubile owners to vote 


F-'OH the city auto license tax tomorrow. The $5- 
a-year charge isn't an expense —it's an invest- 
ment, as anyone knows who has paid for a wheel- 
alignment job. Bad paving makes for wheel-align-, 
rnont trouble.

Due to our work- 
load, we have not been In a posi- 
tion to analyze the information 
derived from the study; however, 
as a result of your interest and 
willingness to cooperate our 
Planning and Research Division 
was requested * ""ftertake this 
Comprehensive 
ning Study and coi..^- 
earliest possible date. As I ex- 
plained to you at the Highway 
Commission meeting, the study 
Is already underway and you may 
be assured that our engineers 
will work with City officials and 
any planning consultants that you 
may employ to insure close coor- 
dination of the planning project. 
The study will include the need 
and feasibility of a rail road over- 
pass for Highway 29 and other 
present and planned highways. 


State Highways within Hope 


carry only a portion of the traf- 
fic load generated in the urban 
area. I am sure that you and the 
people of Hope are well aware of 
the traffic problems on the State 
Highway System and the City 
Street System and that improve- 
ments must be made on both City 
Streets and State Highways in 
order to safely and efficiently 
serve local and through traffic. 
When the Interstate System is 
complete, traffic patterns will 
change and the problem will then 
involve the Street System's abi- 
lity to collect and disburse traf- 
fic to and from the main con- 
nectors to the Interstate Sys- 
tem, Therefore, it Is considered 
pertinent to point out that im- 
provements will be needed on the 
various streets in order to sup- 
plement the State Highway Sys- 
tem and to serve both present 
and future local traffic needs. I 
was especially pleased when you 
reported at the meeting that plans 
were underway to meet the needs 
of local street Improvements. It 
Is hoped that your plans will 
materialize. 


You and the people of Hope 


might be interested in knowing 
that 1-30 is anticipated to be 
opened to traffic from Highway 
4 south early In 1909 depending 
upon availability of funds and 
working conditions. 


Again, I want to thank you for 


your interest in safe and effi- 
cient highway transportation and 
for your willingness to cooperate, 
You and the people of Hope are to 
be congratulated on your local 
planning endeavors and If I can 
provide further assistance, I will 
be happy to comply.

Com- 
mittee aides said the $1.03 bll- 
lioncut was the deepest since 
the aid program was started. 


The committee tied to the bill 


a controversial provision de- 
signed to restrict the purchases 
of modern weapons by under- 
developed nations receiving aid 
money. 


In an apparent move to head 


off further cuts when the bill is 
considered by the House, the 
committee said it 
recognized 


the Importance of the aid pro- 
gram and considered the new 
funds recommended to be the 
minimum necessary to finance 
the program during the current 
fiscal year. 


Further reductions, it said, 


might seriously hamper efforts

The bill's total Included $1.831 


billion of the $2.630 bill on re- 
quested for economic aid and 
$365 million of the $596 million 
requested for direct military as- 
sistance. The total was $740 mil- 
lion less than appropriated last 
year.
